\VAS BLOOD-CRAZED. 


After the shooting last night Garcia 


armed himself with the two weapons 
and a long knifo and set out for the 
Mission, whero he said he had two 
enemies that he might as well put 
out of the way. Failing to find them 
there and learning that the Alameda 
county sheriff was on his trail, he 
mounted his animal and started back 
to San Jose, avowing that there w§re 
two or three more men in'that city 
whose lives he would take. 


Jealousy is said to have been -the 


cau.se for the murder of Romero.

his presence there Incited Garcia to

Shanghai), Oct. 25. —• Leaving 
between 2000 and 4000 dead on 
the field, the imperial army, un- 
der" General Yin Tchang, was 
driven back to Wu Sing in one 
of the most desperately fought 
and decisive battles of the rebel- 
lion by the troops .under the com- 
mand of General Li Yuen Hung, 
the noted patriotic leader and 
strategist. 


The imperial army numbered 


21,000 men and had 170 heavy 
guns. The insurgent army con- 
sisted of less than 15,000 troops, 
with light field batteries. 


This decisive battle now clears 


the way for the rebel march on 
Peking, as the remnants of the 
imperial army, which is now en- 
trenched at Wu Sing will not be 
able to oppose the advance of the 
republicans. 


CANTON, Oct. 25.—The .newly-ap- 
pointed Tartar general, Fung Sen, was 
assassinated or- his arrival to assume 
his duties today. 


The general, accompanied by. his 


•wife and a large escort of soldiers, 
was coming ashore when a bomb 
thrown from the roof of a building 
dropped among the . party. 
The ex- 
plosion that followed killed Fung Sen 
and a number of soldiers and, caused 
a fire that destroyed several houses. 
They came here from Shanghai, hav- 
ing stopped a few days at Hong .Kong. 
Except for the excitement caused by 
the assassination, the life of the city 
is ormal.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 25.—The capture 


of Chang Chou by the revolutionists 
was announced in dispatches which 
reached this city shortly after noon 
today. From a strategic point of view 
this 'city should prove of great value 
to the rebels. 
It is the junction of 
the 
ICai Fung and Pelting-Hankow 
railroads and is located 250 miles 
north of Hankow. 
Its capture , ap- 
parently cuts off from Peking all the 
imperial troops now gathered around 
Hankow and Wu Chang..; 
It is unquestionably a fact that the 
entire Tangtse region aiad most of 
Southern China, -as wel", is revolu- 
tionary in sentiment. . All the. cities 
which have been taken over by the 
rebels in the last few days have been 
captured almost without resistance. 
The lo^al government has surrendered 
quietly and rebel 
appointees have 
taken their places with little stir. 
Details of the transfer of Chang Sha 
to the revolutionists;,:were reported to 
the telegraph headquarters here by 
the operator ,in that city. .

believe that Japan Is about to aid the 
Manchu government. 


The Japanese authorities here ex- 


plain that If such a movement has 
been made In Manchuria, the only 
purpose is to protect Japanese resi- 
dents, their property and Japanese 
railroad interests.

Great Area of Infected Trees 


to Be Burned in Order to 


Stop Ravages. 


HELENA, Mont., Oct. 25.—State 
Forester J. W. Jung-berg will recom- 
mend to the state board of land com- 
missioners the immediate destruction 
of all trees in state forests infected 
with the-pine beetle, a larva which 
bores under the bark, and sucks the 
life from the trees. 


The state forester reported that al- 


though the insect made its first ap- 
pearance in this section last. June, it 
has multiplied .so, rapidly that fine 
timber on more than 3500 acres of 
state land has been destroyed and 
that weekly the devastate'd area is 
gro\ying larger. 


It is declared that the,only way the 


insect can be successfully co'mbatted 
is to cut down and burn 'the diseased 
trees. It is feared that unless prompt 
action is .taken the borers will infest 
all timbered lands in northwestern 
Montana and destroy timber valued 
at millions: of dollars.

Reorganization of Standard Oil. 


. Some people seem to think the property belonging to the 


Standard Oil Company should have been confiscated by the gov- 
ernment. They forget that there is no law f<pr confiscating private 
property in this country. The industries carried on by the Standard 
Oil Company are too useful to be suspended.'1 It is to the interests 
Df the public that they be continued. .Somebody must continue 
them, and as the organization which has hitherto controlled and 
directed them has been ordered by the highest judicial authority 
in the land to dissolve, some other organization 'must be devised 
to conduct them in future. 
Some plan of reorganization must be 


effected which will bring their operation within the requirements 
of the law yet allow them to continue in the field of usefulness. 


The}- must continue as corporate activities, with the trust fea- 


ture eliminated. As we understand it, that-is all the .law requires. 
Corporations are riot unlawful, and it is quite impossible that the 
enterprises conducted by the Standard Oil Company should pass 
into individual hands without creating great disorder and loss. Nor 
is there any law that can be invoked to compel their transference 
from corporate to individual control. Hence it is unreasonable to 
complain because the persons owning stock are perfecting plans for 
their continued operation in conformity with law. 


The anti-trust law was not enacted to prevent corporations 


from engaging in useful and gainful enterprises, but to prevent and 
correct certain evils growing out of the abuse of corporate privi- 
leges. The'Standard Oil Company was ordered to dissolve because 
it was operating in restraint of trade. The decree of the court, was 
not aimed at the legitimate business in which the Standard Oil Cbm- 
,pany is engaged in, but at certain unlawful .practices which had be- 
come all too common in the country. If the federation of corpora- 
tions of which the Standard Oil Company is thei'head and the main- 
spring be dissolved into their original units and reorganized to con- 
duct a legitimate and lawful business'the evils complained of will 
disappear and the demands of justice be satisfied. 


What else is to be done? It is hot -within the power, of the 


government to compel the plants to be sold or shut down, nor 
would the public derive any benefit from such a proceeding. 
Now 


that Rockefeller and his associates have been .ordered to dissolve 
a corporation organized in antagonism to the law and to discontinue 
tfbittg' business fn an unlawful manner, what valid objection is there 
to organizing in conformity with law and doing business in the 
way the law requires it to be done?

To understand the theory upon which 


the gyrocompass operates, a simple ex- 
plantation of the principles of precession- 
al motion is necessary. That a gyro Will 
persist, in keeping. its axle In the same 
direction is well known. 
Thus, If an 


ordinary gyro-top is held rigidly in the 
hand and the wheel is set in motion 
it will bo- found very difficult to hold itf 
against the opposing forces which tend 
to move the, axle at rig-ht angles to the 
force used to turn it, apd this is called 
preclssioiml motion.-.

OLD WORLD LESSONS. 


"At the same time those cities have 
n:«t the requirements of .the .increase and 
:ui'forded many of those modern benefits 
Oil which we pride ourselves far more 
fuu'y and more economically and more 
perfectly than have we. To the old world 
cities we may profitably look for the solu- 
tion of many of out difficulties, and it 
behooves us to study their methods, not 
for exact and literal imitation or adop- 
Wort, but that the underlying principles 
may be discerned and adapted to Amer,-* 
ifian. genius and American conditions of 
life. 


"It is our duty to "act as the leaders 
and teachers, of the people over whose

THE MAGISTRACY. 


"Now, apart from the interest which 
attaches to the German system in conse- 
quence of this radical difference from 
American customs and American ideals 
in the nature of the powers conferred, up- 
on the rrfunicipal government, the next 
most obvious characteristic Is the com- 
position of the administrative bodv called 
the magistracy, at the head of which is 
the burgomaster, and relation of this ad- 
ministrative body to the municipal coun- 
•cil. . This magistracy is 
practically 
a 


commission 
form of government some- 
what similar to that proposed for Amer- 
ican cities. ;.It is a body of immense au- 
thority and 'dignity, compact and always 
ready for action.' It is composed of paid 
•and unpaid members, the former, experts 
in their several lines, never chosen save 
for their technical skill of their previous 
experiences; and the latter, at least, re- 
quired to be men of general capacity and 
usually of considerable experience in pub- 
lic affairs. 
Of this 
body.Albert Shaw 
speaks as follows: 
" "Vhe 'burgomaster and the magistrates 
•are 'ie most highly trained' experts that 
a German city can secure. 
The burgo- 
master is an expert in the general art 
of municipal administration. 
Associated 
with him' in magisterial council are ex- 
perts in law, experts in finance, 'experts 
in education, to administer the schools, 
experts in sanitary science, experts 
In 
public charity, experts . in forestry and 
park management, experts in the techni- 
cal and business management of water 
and gas supplies, and so -on. 
" 'Compared to a railway corporation, 
the board of directors are the municipal 
council (elected by the people); the gen- 
.eral superintendent is the burgomaster, 
and the general officers at the head of 
departments are the magistrates, 


T E N U R E OF/OFFICE. 


"The 
term , of 
office is from six to 


twelve years, with, privilege of retirement 
on half pay after twelve years of service 
or of re-election. 
(It is stated that three 


members of • the Berlin magistracy have 
served nearly forty years in that capac- 


"The members of the .magistracy are 


chosen by the municipal council and, in 
the case of the paid members, are often 
advertised for, anvi taken -from other cit- 
ies where they have had experience in 
municipal affairs. 
The council also elects 
the burgomaster, but the choice must be

by the national representative 
He corresponds to the mayor of Ameri-

which we must attempt in the interest 
of the people and we rnust have their.full- 
est interest with us if we would succeed. 
Development anil -progress alons modern 
lines require larg-e expenditures, -and the 
people must be brought to an understand- 
ing of the necessity and a willingness to 
pay for them. 
To this end they must 


have'confidence in the plans; they must 
have confidence in tho execution of them. 
To secure and to maintain that confi- 
dence you must have efficiency in' gov- 
ernment. 


"Now the study of municipal efficiency 
brings us irresistibly to a contemplation 
of the. work of the German cities. If 
those cities stand for anything it is this: 
Efficiency in municipal administration. 


CONTRIBUTES TO" EFFICIENCY. 
" So, then, let us seek out the element 


which most contributes to efficiency, 
is 
it, as some have su£se.sted, one of na- 
tional temperament alone? . Or is it based 
on some generic principle which we may 
adopt and apply, with suitable modifica- 
tions, to our own necessities? 
"Tiie German systems are not uniform, 


but analysis shows that they ail possess 
certain characteristics readily'- recognized. 


"ITIrst-—All German municipal govern- 


ments 
are 
empowered to do whatever 
they may deem necessary or adx-isabie in 
the interests of the 
city, provided, al- 


ways, that it is not contrary to any law 
of tile'land. 
This general grant of pow- 


ers, to the cities is one of the most salient 
characteristics of German municipal pol- 
icy. 
One might almost say that, where- 


as, in tho United States, a city may only 
do what it is expressly empowered to do 
by law or by statute, in Germany cities 
may rto anything which they are not ex- 
pressly prohibited from-doing, as by veto 
or by some law of 
the higher powers. 
This is thus stated by Albert Shaw: 
" 'There are. in the German conceotion 


of city government, no limits whatever to 
municipal function. 
~ 
" 


of the government, but in other respects 
is the equal of the .other magistrates. 
Meetings of the magistrates are held in 
private, and while the results of their de- 
liberations are fully disclosed;' -their dis- 
cussions are not made public. 


"They report to the municipal council. 
The .latter body dispenses no patronage, 
except the election of its own officers and 
of the members of the magistracy 
The 


magistracy appoints all subordinates on 
a basis of fitness and for life. 
In the 


magistracy, :,both .the 
honorary and the 


compensatory principles 
are 
combined 
with the long- tenure of office. Among the 
subordinates many privileges aro enjoyed 
including certain tenure pf position and 
pensioning after a specified term of ser- 
vice. 


AMENABLE TO PEOPLE. 


"The magistrates become 'amenable to 
the people through the municipal coun- 
cil and- is also subject to the control of 
the national authorities in certain ways 
Nevertheless the magistracy is' the dom- 
inating body by reason of the fact that Its 
term of office is long-, while the council 
changes frequently in membership' and 
also because it prepares the business to 
be transacted by the council. It is gen- 
erally reoonized us the .superior body not- 
withstanding the anomaly that its' mem- 
bership is derived 
from choice bv the 
other body, 
th,© council. 
It has some- 


times been compared to the Senate or to 
a board of &Mermen in this country, and 
to the House of Lords in England, but 
while in those two countries the so-called 
higher body is really becoming, inferior in' 
legislation, in Germany 
the appointed 


body continues to take precedence over 
the one to which it .owes its origin in 
membership. 
Still it must by no "means 


be supposed that the council is without 
influence on the magistracy -or that the 
people are not felt iri its deliberations and 
in its acts. But at best people have only 
an indirect voice in the choice of those 
who are to administer the law. 


NOT GOVERNMENT BY EXPERTS. 
"Now, 
this analysis shows that the 


German system is not a government by 
experts, nor a government of experts. Ex- 
perts indeed are made use .of .in e'xcel- 
ient fashion, but every component of so-

control of the experts. 
Were this not so the 'officialism' so much 
complained of by strangers visiting Ger- 


QUESTION OF POWER.. 


'•Secondly—Power is not lodged in a 
single individual nor in a single bodv of 
officials. 
There is a remarkable combina- 


tion and interweaving of the militarism 
of tnn emperor: the influence of the aris- 
tocrat, based on the ownership of prop- 
erly; a burseois- or middle class spirit,'. 


zeal and betrayed into want of perspec- 
tive, into .loss of sense of proportion, and 
who, in ardent pursuit of the things dear 
to their own hearts and of which they are 
technical masters, allow .other interests 
to suffer." 
Tho balance is maintained in 
the German, system by the association 
with the experts of men non-professional. 


by the influence of the council, by the 
adjoining: of citizens in various subsidiary 
commissions of'which the magistrates are 
the ex-of'ficio heads, and by the relation 
to the national representatives. , 


"Coming to our'own situation, several] 


conditions seem to preclude anything like 
a government in which experts, are to play 
the principal part. At.all events it seems 
almost out of the question to expect that 
the German method of selection will be 
popular or possible in this country. The 
German system is often referred to as 
ideal: as. the one through- which the high- 
est degree of efficiency is attainable arid 
this by reason of its employment of ex- 
perts in government. 
" 


NOT ELECTED BY PEOPLE. 


"Hut, as we have seen, these experts 


who play so large a part in the adminis- 
tration of law in Germany, are not elect- 
ed by the people whom they so largely 
govern. 
. . . 


"The American tendency Is .more and 
more to the direct election by the people 
of those who shall havfi administrative 
functions to perform. In Germany those 
who are elected are not':the administra- 
tors, although they appoint them. Even 
the very method of the election of the 
municipal council, based'- as • it is on a 
property qualification, which confers suf- 
frage upon corporations as well as upon 
natural 'persons in proportion to taxes 
paid, it is utterly abhorrent to Ameri- 
cans. 
Unquestionably- it would be bet- 


ter for our ow"n people to elect .to office 
men who have had experience and to 
employ^ technical skill'of the highest or- 
der in administration as.well as in coun- 
cil. 


"Not that it would be well to give free 


rein to tho specialist;, a 'single depart- 
ment -would in such :Case .absorb the en- 
tiro revenue of a municipality. But there 
is little danger of siuch a calamity. 
Un- 


der the present conditions It would be al- 
most Impossible to depend upon the choice 
of experts by the electorate of our Amer- 
ican cities. The element of personal pop- 
ularity Is still the principal factor to'-reck- 
on with. 
!; 


SHOULD BE EDUCATED. 


"Surely tho. people should be educated 


to see the . advantages to themselves of 
having men of experience and training at 
the head of their municipal governments. 
But this choice by the people we may not 
look for with any certainty 'unless none 
but 
trained candidates become eligible. 
As we well know, matters of. reason, of 
judgment, of principle, rarely call 
out 


more than, a minority of the electorate 
and it is in fact :a warm contest that se- 
cures a total of more than 60 per cent of 
registeration. 
Then again the desirable 
specialist and expert would seldom be a 
good canvasser. He would seldom be will- 
.Ing to submit to the Hazard and the labor 
of a strenuous 
campaign for. an office 
whose maximum term is short, and which 
term might be still further shortened by 
the recall. 


"A lengthy tenure of office is also un- 


popular in America. 
Rotation in office 
is almost a.fixed principle with our peo- 
ple. 
It may be based in the belief that 


office is the proper spoil of partisanship- 
in fear that the tyranny 
of officialism 


may be engendered; it may come from 
tear of dry rot and fossilism with con- 
sequent destruction 
of efficiency 
and 


progress. 
.The American public wishes 
its officials to be prompt and alert when 
it has business with them. 


HOW TO MEET IT. 
I 


"Plow then shall the situation be met? 
'As to subordinates we rreed have no 
fear ,for. a suitable 
system of rewards 
and demerits will soon take care of all 
difficulties from that quarter. The heads 
01 departments can be kept alert and ac- 
tive by other means: 


"The experience we have already had 


with the commission form of government 
develops a necessity to apply something 


Frequent elections are wasteful" besides 
being irksome to the great mass of vot- 
ers, as is shown by the fact already ad- 
.verted to, that it is difficult ,to obtain 
more than a small minority expression 
at the polls on any but most interesting 
questions and at long intervals. |, The ex- 
pense- misrht be reduced by making ser- 
vice at the polls compulsory arid gratui- 
tous, but it is doubtful.- whether su*h a 
measure would be tolerated. 
Confidence 


in the integrity of public officials and in 
the economy .and the ifficiencV of ad- 
ministrations -would diminish greatly tile 
desirablility to resort to the initiative the 
referendum or the recall, and they would 
be left as rare expedients of extraordinarv 
occasion. 
. 
- 
. 


"A multitude of questions or proposals 


of protests and of other demands for pub- 
lic hearings continually arises in tke ad- 
ministration of the affairs of a city of 
size. They consume a vast amount of the 
time and energy-of the government. Un- 
less some relief from them is to be found 
practically the entire time of the commis- 
sioners 'should be given to the transac- 
tion of the public business. 
Yet few of 


our cities would be willing to pay salaries! 
commensurate 
with 
such 
service by' 
trained experts. It often becomes neces- 
sary to defer hearings to have as much as 
possible put in writing that it may be 
considered by the commissioners in pri- 
vate.

"The, churches of outside Christianity 
all disclaim infallibility; they speak fre- 
quently of the right of private judgment, 
and the duty of liberty of thought. 
But 
unless Ihe teacher who speaks Christ's 
message today speaks with a certain in- 
fallible voice, by what right does It claim 
to1 represent the Christ? 
"If the revelation it voices be simply 
a matter of opinion, now hard, to dis- 
tinguish and again hard to understand; 
if It may mean different things to differ- 
ent men and different ages, it might as 
well never have been made. For the> in- 
terpreter of the revelation must be as 
divine as the revelation itself, or it can- 
not commend the respect or the allegi- 
ance of the thinking soul. 


MAKES CLAIM. 


"The Catholic church alone claims In- 
fallibility, and therefore we say alone 
claims the right to teach as Jesus taught 
authoritatively. He says to our age as 
He said to His: 'Believe this, for it is a 
divine teaching; do this, for it is a di- 
vine commandment.' 
There are 
many 
passages In the New Testament—there 
are many passages in the Fathers of early 
Christianity which plainly declare that 
there is , one only church of Christ; that 
all its brethren are united together In a 
strong bond of faith, worship, government 
and discipline; that while' heresies and 
treason are certain to arise, the authors 
thereof are guilty of treason to 
the 
Christ 
'One faith, one Lord, one bap- 
tism,' says St. Paul.

Fruitvale Man's Invention Will 


Prevent Speeding Autos 


From terrorizing. 


FBUITVALB, Oct. SB.—A relief from 


tho terrors of speeding .automobiles to 
pedestrians on the highways, has been 
invented by Valentine Pfaff, a retired 
capitalist of this place, which, In the 
opinion of the inventor, will eliminate 
the necessity of legislation limiting the 
speed at which automobiles may travel 
on the public roads. 


The device which is to save' the lives 


of all who come in the path of speeding 
cars consists of a wicker chair, a hair 
trigger and two padded steel arms or 
tongs, all of which work automatically. 
A rubber bar extends .in front of the 
auto and when the pedestrian is run 
down It strikes the victim, thus releas- 
ing the padded arms which shoot out and 
lift the prostrate form gently into the 
wicker chair. The arms, however, do 
not at this point cease their usefulness, 
but ciing- tightly round the body of the 
pedestrian, holding him or her in place 
until the machine is brought to a stop.

But the railroads have recently 
announced a class freight rate ot 53.40 
from Chicago to Sacramento, making a 
difference of 50 cents 'for tile 154-mile 
haul from Reno to Sacramento; while at 
the same time they announce a rate from 
_New York .to Sacramento of $3.70, a dif- 
"ferenco of but 30 cents for the 1000 miles 
between New ,Yorlc and Chicago.

Extra Session of Legislature to 


Be Limited to Three 


Weeks. 


.. SACRAMENTO, Oct. 25.—"After a 
conference with several legislators ana 
.legislative officials yesterday, Gov- 
ernor Johnson about decided to call 
the special session of the Legislature 
for Friday, December 1. The plans 
are for a brief session, one limited 
to three weeks, if possible, so that 
the solons may get to their homes in 
time for Christmas. 


In fixing the time limit of the 
session, it is estimated that one or 
two days will be required for getting 
organization under way, four to five 
days for disposing of the State print- 
ing office investigation, and consid- 
eration of the contempt case against 
State Printer Shannon, about a weelt 
to dispose of apportionment of legis- 
lative districts, and the 
remaining 
time for passing such legislation as 
may be needed..In connection with 
the constitutional amendments and 
for one or two other matters that 
may be included in the call for the 
session. 


"Within a few days now it Is ex- 
pected that Governor Johnson will 
have his call ready, in which he will 
set forth in detail all of the matters 
that are to be considered. His -state- 
ment at this time is"that he is making 
haste 
slowly inasmuch 
as 
many 
weighty problems are involved. 


Unlike the regular sessions, where 
'$500 was allowed -the Senate and 
House for attaches, the expenses of 
the special session will be - limited 
to $200 a day. Only a limited num- 
ber of attaches will be summoned, 
and these will be the best of the 
last session.' With but a few'matters 
to be considered, the governor is con- 
fident that the work can all be ac- 
conrpHshed within'a short time.
